Judge Tuley’s Decision Opens the 
Prison Doors to Sullivan. 


Dr. Cronin’s Secret Papers in the 
* Hands of the Grand- Jury. 


Many Witnesses Examined But No Im- 
portant Facts Brought Out—Several Days 
May Elapse Before the Conclusion of the 
Investigation—The New York End of the 
Case—Maroney and McDonald Striving 
to Regain Their Liberty—Proceedings in 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer To-day 
—Decision Postponed—Synopsis of Judge 
Tuley’s Opinion—A Blood-Stained Case 
of Surgical Instruments Creates a Short- 
Lived Seusation. 


CHICAGO, June 15.—Seldom has a case drawn 
such a crowd as that which assembled yester- 
day afternoon to hear the expected decision 
in Judge Tuley’s Court. The court-room was 
jammed and a big concourse of men assembled 
in the corridors adjoining, seeking to catch 
from afar the words from the Judge’s lips. 

State’s Attorney Longenecker and his assist- 
ant, Mr. Baker, were in close consultation 
with Judge Tuley before he came on the 
bench. Several unknown men also entered his 
chamber. They were presumably members of 
the Coroner’s jury who returned the vedict in 
the Cronin case. 

Mr. Sullivan was early on the scene. He 
was broughtin by Sheriff Matson personally, 
who escorted him through the Judge’s 


chamber before the Chanvellor’s arrival on 

account of the large crowd atthe other doors. 

On Mr. Sullivan’s arrival he took a seat in the 

center of a circle formed by his lawyers, 

Messrs. Trude, Windes and Gilbert, with 

— he entered into a whispered consulta - 
on. 

The Judge’s decision restores Sullivan to lib- 
erty, but under heavy bond. The release was 
the immediate result of Sullivan’s application 
for a writ of habeas corpus. Bail was fxed at 
$20,000, and was promptly furnished by four 
well-known citizens, each of whom repre- 
sented many times the total amount asked. 
Mr. Sullivan walked out of court after having 
been less than three days in custody. The 
Judge held that the Coroner’s jury bad been 
influenced by outside sentiment. 


Judge Tuley’s Decision. 


CHICAGO, III., June 15.—Following is a 
synopsis of Judge Tuley’s decision yesterday 
‘afternoon in the application for the release of 
Sullivan. After eommenting on the mass of 


testimony given before the Coroner, and on 
the fact that much of it was hearsay and inad- 
missibie in a court of justice, the judge said: 

Mr. Haggerty’s evidence is probably the 
most important in connection with Sullivan. 
And the statements testified to were made 
about thetime of the trial of Dr. Cronin in 

Dr. Cronin was tried for treason by a 
committee of six. Before that committee tne 
respondent Sullivan was the prosecutor. At 
that time there had been a circular sent out 
by the organization stating that several hun- 
dread British detectives had left Scotland 
Yard for the purpose of finding out the secrets 
of Irish revolutionists in this country; and all 
the members were on the qui vive as to in- 
formation of possible traitors in the societies. 
At the time of this trial it appears that Sul- 
livan used the expression that Dr. Cronin 
wasadangerous man to the society. And 
upon being asked whether he said anything to 
him (Haggerty) which tended to show that le 
had an idea that Dr. Cronin’s life ought to be 
taken, the witness answered: ‘That was my 
impression; that was the view I took of the 
conversation.’ Then he was asked whether 
Sullivan used the words, ‘Cronin ought to be 
removed.’ He said, ‘Not those words ex- 
actly, but that was my impression at the 
time.’ That, I believe, is substantially the 
only evidence which tends to show that Sul- 
livan madeathreat or suggestion that Dr. 
Cronin’s life oughtto betaken. If we reject 
the deciarations or statements of the de- 
ceased Cronin as tothreuts that had been 
made against him by Sullivan, as to the fears 
that had been excited in his mind of his life 
by reason of Sullivan or at Sullivan’s instiga- 
tion, tnere is practically no evidence bearing 
directly upon the respondent, Sullivan, ex- 
cept the testimony of the witness, Haggerty, 
as to these threats, which states Sullivan 
made in 1885. I know of no rule of law which 
will admit the declarations of Cronin made 
out of the presence of Sullivan. Before any 
committing magistrate or jury all that evi- 
dence would necessarily be excluded.’’ 

Intheopinion of the Court the evidence 
tended to show that Cronin was murdered 
by personal enemies for revenge, growing 
out of matters connected with the United 
Brotherhood Association. The theory that 
Cronin was murdered to bg eee exposure of 
the doings of the so-called triangle appeared 
to be a ve unreasonable one, nor was 
there any evidence to show thatf{the murder 
was the result of any order given by the 
Brotherhood or any camp of it. No doubt the 
jury believed that Sullivan was connected 
with the conspiracy, but it based its decision 
on hearsay evidence, and evidently failed 
to get to the bottom of the conspiracy. 
Had the jury formed a stronger opinion cn 
the subject, it might have taken the not un- 
usual course of recommending that Sullivan 
be held without bail. It had not done so, and 
the presumption of guilt was not 60 great as 
to justify the refusal of bail. 

State Attorney Longenecker suggested $25000 
bail, but Mr. Trude thought that excessive. 
He said that Mr. Sullivan wasnotrich; that 
he had persons other than his family depend 
ing on him, and that anything above $10,000 
might be bard for him to get. 

Judge Gilbert contended that $10,000 was as 
high bail as was ordinarily required. 

r. Trude wanted to know whether, if the 
bail was fixed, it would continue if the Grand- 
jury found an indictment. 

Judge Longenecker said he would consent 
that the ball should remain as fixed provided 
the indictment were found on no other evi- 
dence than that already before the Coroner’s 
ury. It additional evidence were introduced 

e would reserve his right tosecure acapias 
and then settle the question of additional ball 
if it became necessary. 

The court fixed the bail at $20,000. 

M. W. Kerwin, J. W. Tuohy, Daniel Cora - 
ery and Fernando Jones, who were among the 
onlookers, volunteered as bondsmen. They 
were accepted without question. 


Witnesses Before the Grand-Jary. 


CHICAGO, III., June 15.—The special Grand- 
jury in the Cronin case began its fourth day’s 
session this morning, andthe indications are 
that several days yet will be consumed ere the 


A 
ong array of witnesses have been subpoenaed, 
and the jury evinces a determination to inquire 
into the minutest details of the case.

McG was & warm per- 
sonal friend of Dr. Cronin and was one of 
those to whom the latter so frequently ex- 
pressed fears of personal violence at the 
hands of opposing factions of the brother- 
hood. McGary’s evidence was voluminous 
but rather devoid of special interest. He gave 
the names of the committee before whom 
Cronin was tried and by whose verdict the 
doctor was expelled from the organization, 
and recited so far as his information 
permitted the nature of evidence 
adduced on that occasion and the 
2 taken by Sullivan in the prosecution. 

r. McGary algo detailed the result of his 
recent Visit to Canada for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the Toronto story and ascertain- 
ing whether pny collusion existed between re- 
porter Long and W. J. Starkey. The witness 
was unable to reveal anyth new on this 
matter, repeating .substantially the same 
story told before the coroner’s jury and 
several times published. 

Mrs. McGary’s testimony was quite unim- 

rtant, she being only able to corroborate 

er husband’s in regard to Dr. Cronin fre- 
quently expressing fears for his life. 

At ll o’clock Officer Palmer submitted to the 
jury Dr. Oronin’s secret papers, and they 
were filed away for future examination. 

Thos. Murphy, treasurer of Camp No. 2, 
Clan-Na-Gael, to which Di. Cronin belonged 
was called on, and produced the papers and 
partial records of that organization. 

His 8 Miss Annie Murphy, reiterated 
her oft · told story about — geen Dr. Cronin 
on the street car and apparently bound for the 
depot at a time, as subsequent events prove, 
he was cold in death. iss Murphy stiil lin- 
sists thatthe man she saw was Dr. Cronin or

She was eross- questioned 
somewhat vigorously by the jury but main- 
tained the stubborn position which she has 
taken since the discovery of Cronin’s body. 
Coroner Herty was called upon during the 
morning to aid the jury with suggestions as to 
any avenues of information toward which in- 
quiries might well be directed. 


Maroney and McDonald. 


NEw Tonk, June 15.—Judge Andrews in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer heard arguments 
to-day upon the writs of habeas corpus in the 
cases of Maroney and McDonald. The court 
was crowded with spectators. Assistant Dis- 


trict 
to the writs, including the tele- 
gram from Chicago and an affidavit 
made thereon by Detective Von Gerichten, 
together with the subsequent commitment 
by the police magistrate. Counsel for Maron- 
ey proceeded to read a statement against 
these proceedings as a travers, but the Judge 
told him it was ademurrer. Then counsel for 
— read a demurrer on behalt ot his 
client. 

In it McDonald denies that he is guilty of or 
had any complicity in the Cronn murder and 
denies that on or about May 4, 1889, or at 
any time he fied from the State of Illinois. He 
further alleges that he was not in the a of 
Chicago or elsewhere in the State of Llinois 
on the 4th of May last. and he has not been 
since the year 1882, but that every day during 
the months of Apriland May last he was in 
the State of New York. 

Judge Andrews said that this was not a de- 
murrer, but a pleading, and McDonaid’s 
counsel sat down and began writing a de- 
murrer. 

Mr. Macdona then rehearsed the proceed- 
ings already had in the marter. The papers in 
the case, he said, had been sent back for veri- 
fication, as they were not adequute and com- 
plete, and the prisoner had bees committed 
on the 12th inst. forfive days to await further 
action. 

Mr. Macdona further said that the case was 
yet before the Cook County Grand-jury and 
that four men were onthe way here to identify 
Maroney and McDonald. He then read a sec- 
tion of the code which he claimed sustained 
his position. 

Counsel for the prisoners aa that the et- 
dence before the justice was not such 
as to authorize 1 warrant for any 
purpose whatever. There was no statement 
that the men were indicted. The question of 
identity he characterized as the deiiberate 
placing of the necks of Maroney and McDon- 
ald in the halter of Cook County by men who 
would swear away the lives of these two to 
enrich themselves. In closing, the counsel 
called attention to the discharge of Sullivan 
in Chicago. . 

Another of counsel for prisoners held that 
the prisoners should be discharged, because, 
having been held for the governor’s action, 
that official refused to grant a requisition war- 
rant. 

He claimed his client was not the man 
wanted in Chicago, and said he could produce 
proof to show that he was at work here when 
supposed to be in Chicago. 

Justice Andrews reserved his decision. 


Not Cronin’s Surgical Instruments. 


CuicaGo, June 15.—It transpires that the po- 
lice have in their possession a case of surgical 
instruments which corresponds very closely 
with the description of the case carried by Dr. 
Cronin on the night when herode to his death. 
It was found in South Canal street, several 
miles from the scene ofthe murder. The bot- 
tom ot the case is stained as if it had been set 
down in a pool of blood. 

LATER—The case has been identified as the 
property of a physician from whom it was 
stolen last night. 


BROTHERHOOD OF LABOR, 


Plan of Organization Presented by Barry at 
the Chicago Meeting. 


CHICAGO, June 15.—The Organizing Com- 
mittee of the new labor organization known 
as the Brotherhood of United Labor met last 
night, T. B. Barry presiding. It was reported 
that labor organizations representing about 
7,000 members had signified their intention of 


uniting with the new order. Mr. Barry pre- 
sented his plan of government for the new 
order, which is a radical departure 
from the methods by the 
Knights of Labor. All p is to 
rest in the local organizations and the annual 
convention and the executive officers can 
only advise measures, having no power to 
formulate a policy oftheirown. They cannot 
order a strike or deciare one off, nor can they 
levy an assessment of any kind, but mey 
recommend one, though they cannot enforce 
it. The organization contemplates local, 
central, State and National branches. John E. 
Ahles of Davenport, lo., and George E. 
Detwiler of Chicago were elected delegates to 
to the World's Congress of Labor, which is to 
meet in Paris, July 14. 


The Colby Mine Not Shut Down. 


CHICAGO, June 15.—A special dispatch from 
Milwaukee, Wis., says: A sensational story 
was telegraphed here from Ironwood yester- 
day that the great Oolby mine had closed 


down for good, owing to the pinching 
out of the ore bed, and that 1,000 
hands were thrown out of employment.

wholly false. Some employes of the mine were 
laid offa day or twoago; they were men who 
had been engaged to do some extra work.

THESAMOAN CONFERENCE 


ALL THE COMMISSIONERS ATTACH THEIR 
SIGNATURES TO THE AGREEMENT. 


Its Provisions Will Not Be Made Public Un- 
til After Ratification by the United States 
Senate—British Press Comment—Yellow 
Fever at Rio Janciro—Russia’s Denial of 
Hostile Intentions—Foreign News, 


BERLIN, JUNE 15.—The Samoan conference 
were in session all day yesterday and late in 
the eveningthe agreement was signed by all 
the members of the conference. The Ameri- 
cans made their adhesion conditional upon 


the ratification of the treaty by the Urited 
States Senate, The status quo will therefore 
continue in Samoa until December. The 
agreement will not be published until signed 
by the American Government, but the con- 
tents of the agreement are known by the 
„ men, who have bee kept posted 
by the American commissioners much to the 
horror of the German Government, which 
does not believe in the American style of 
newspapers governing the Government. 

The result of the conference is that, America 
having abandoned her principal objections to 
the agreement previously arrived at, the 
plenipotentiaries had only to make unessen- 
tial modifications inthe wording of the draft 
of thetreaty. The draft guarantees an au- 
tonomous administration of the islands under 
the joint control of Germany and America, 
— — acting as arbitrator in the event of 
differences arising. The Samoans are to elect 
their own King and Viceroy, and to be — — 
sented in a Senate composed of the principal 
Chiefs, and Chambers elected by the people. 
Samoa is to have the right of levying duties of 
every kind. The treaty stipulates that the 
Germans shall receive a money indemnity for 
their losses. A special court will be appointed 
to deal with the land question. 

BRITISH PRESS COMMENTS. 

The Samoan settlement is favorably re- 
ceived in England. The Engligh are some- 
what chragrined at playing second fiddle in 
the affair. The Times says the American pol- 
icy was natural and necessary and American 
influence was moderately but effectually ex- 
erted. The Pall Mali Gazette says: We con- 
gratulate America very heartily — the sig- 
nal success that has attended her on the 
first occasion she has squared up 
at a first-class power and let it de 
distinetly understood that she meant to have 
her way or she would know the reason why. 
This constitutes the sudden significance of 
the Samoan conference. Hitherto America 
has been treated as a quantite negligiabie. 
Henceforth it will be understood that she is 
perfectly prepared to spend any number of 
millions in order to make good her word when 
she considers it pledged to vindicate her 
honor, when she thinks it is involved or to 
defend her interests wherever they may 
be attacked. The terms of the settie- 
ment re-establish the status quo so far as the 
Samoans are concerned, but practically share 
out England's position between the United 
States. Our interests appear to have been 
treated secondary and subordinate through- 
out. 


Current British Topics.

GETTING AROUND THE LAW. 


* 
The Jute Bagging Combination Sells Its 
Products Ahead to October. 


The Jute Bagging Combination, which con- 
trols all of the mills in the country directly or 
indirectiy, it was reported to-day is calcula- 
ting upon escaping any conflict with the anti- 
taust law by baving all of its products sold 
ahead before the law became operative. ‘The 
combination is one of the closest ever formed, 
and so exclusive that its officers refuse to dis- 


cuss its affairs for the benefit of the public, or 
to give any information whatever as to its 
business or policy. The only information in 
reference to it that can be had is 
through the cotton factors and south- 
ern supply dealers. In these circles it was 
learned to-day that the combination, foresee- 
ing the law, had sold its product ahead up to 
about October and that it is now operating its 
mills in filling contracts made prior to the ex- 
istence of the anti-trust law. At the begin- 
ning of the year there wasalarge surplus of 
bagging on band, but this was closed out in 
very short order, mainly to speculators, and 
since then sales have been made as rapidly 
as possible ahead, the speculators, who 
still continued large purchasers, being in- 
duced to contract for heavy stocks by the 
combination’s prediction that prices would 
advance by reguiar stages. That it has re- 
mained at 9% cents per yard for some time 
now isduetothe fact that the product has 
been sold so far ahead, and that while for 
that reason the combination will not be protf- 
ited by a further advance, it will benefit in 
the eyes of the law by holding the market 
where it is. The theory is that the 
law cannot be retroactive. In the mean- 
time, it does not seem possibie 
that the speculators can advance prices with- 
out assistance, owing to the opposition mani- 
tested by the Southern planters toward the 
combination. Letters from the cotton belt 
state that a number of substitutes will be used 
for jute bagging this year and that a great deal 
ofthe bagging used last year will be made to 
do service again this year. 


AH JIM’S DEATH. 


William Pinkston Still Sticks to His Story— 
Mullins Denies. 


William Pinkston, who charges William 
Mullins with the killing of the Chinaman Ah 
Jim on November 11, 1888, still sticks 
to his original story, and on the 
strength of these statements and the 
resultant circumstantial evidence, war- 
rants were sworn out this morning 


charging Mullins with murder in the first 
degree and Pinkston with being an accessory 
to the crime. Mullins insists upon his in- 
nocence and disclaims all knowledge of any 
operations with Pinkston.

When 
passing the romper S| shop Mullins remarked 
the fact that the Chinamen usually kept con- 
siderable money around the house and it was 
for the pu se of robbery that er entered. 
Ah Jim resisted and was shot by Mullins. Two 
nights later the men went out again 
and, while entering a shoe shop they 
were surpri and Mullins 
taken. Pinkston escaped, but 
was sent to the Work-house fora year for at- 
tempted burglary. Prosecuting oe 
Glover, of the Criminal Court, had a talk wit 
Pinkston and Curtis this morning,after which 
he stated that he believed their story and 
would prosecute the case in that direction.

The Rock Island Synod. 


Rock IsLaAND, III., June 15.—In the Au- 
gustana Synod this morning the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions, presented yester-

The committee reported 
recommending that a new committee 
be appointed consisting of one member from 
each conference, that they should also elect 
a special committee and that these confer- 
ence committees should report to a committee 
of the Synod.

James Russell Lowell’s Brother. 


From an Exchange. ; 

Lowell's estrangement from his brother is a 
chapter in his career which has never been 
published. Forthat matter, it is not gener- 
ally known that be has a brother. His 


brother’s name is Robert Traill Spence Low- 
He is an Episcopal minister in charge of 
a parish in Schenectady, N. Y., or in some 
city near there. The brothers do not speak, 
nor have they spoken in many years. One 
of the causes of this estrangement makes a 
very amusing story. Rev. Dr. Lowell, 
it seems, twenty years or more ago, was 
rector of the boys’ school in Southboro, an 
institution patronized by the oldest families 
in Massachusetts. The school had been 
founded by Joseph Burnett, father of the ex- 
Congressman. he elder Burnett was a 
ehrewd, pains-taking, common, sensible and 
very estimable Yankee, who had kept a drug 
store and had made very excellent pills. He 
had also gained some prominence from the 
fact that he introduced cocaine into his busi- 
ness, which he conducted so carefully as to 
lay up a large fortune, and thereby insured for 
his family a life of ease and luxury. With 
part of this fortune he endowed the boys’ 
school, and among its first masters was Rev. 
Dr. Lowell. 

Up to this time the Burnetts had spelled and 
pronounced the family name in the ordinary 
way, Hut when the extensive fortune of the 
successful pill merchant permitted of their 
entrance into the exclusive society of the 
aristocratic borough among the hills, one of 
the family manifested a desire to add a final 
% to their name, with the accent on the 
second syllable. This innocent attempt at 
bogus aristocracy so highly amused the good 
doctor that when he wrote a novel, as 
he subsequently did, he seized upon 
the opportunity to satirize the pill mer- 
chant’s 1 He wanted to rap the Burnetts 
anyway in return for some criticism made by 
them as to his management ofthe school. 80 
in his novel, which he called Antony 
Brade,’’ he drew a character called Dr. But- 
tonn, which everybody knew was patterned 
after Dr. Burnett, and the author confi- 
dentially informed the readerthat Buttonn’s 
name was u Button, but that Button’s 
children had insisted upon changing the 
name so as to give it a more aristocratic ring. 
He also satirized Mrs. Twombly of New York, 
whose son, H. McK. Twombly, was at one 
time @ scholar at the school, con- 
cerning whose welfare the dotin 
mother was s0 constant in doub 
thatshe paid almost weekly visits to South- 
boro, and thereby made Dr. Lowell very, very 
tired. This satirization of these people gave 

reat offense to James Russell Lowell, and it 
sreported that a stormy interview between 
the brothers took place, which resulted in an 
estrangement now continuing nearly twenty 

ears. The Burnetts, or Burnets, as South- 

gro folks still call the reel never forgave 
Dr. Lowell, and he paid for his fun by being 
removed to make room fora successor in the 
person of the school’s present master,

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MRS. GERARD R ALLEN LOSES HER SUIT 
AGAINST HER HUSBAND'S ESTATE.

es That She Has No 
Right to perty at the Corner of 
Fourth And Vine Streetse— Sheriff 
Went Out to Get Him—Legal Notes and 
Decisions. 


Judge Klein rendered several decisions this 
morning. one of which was in the case of Mrs. 
Eugenia L. Allen against George 8. Drake, 
Samuel N. Halliday and George L. Allen, trus- 
tees of the estate of her deceased husband, 
Gerard B. Allen. Mrs. Allen sued to divest 
the defendants of atitie to a lot of ground 
and the improvements on the southeast 
corner of Fourth and Vine streets, formerly 
occupieg by the St. Bernard Dollar Store. 
Mrs. Allen was married to the late Gerard B. 
Alien, July 11, 1871. Both had been married 
before and bad four children each, who are 
still living. The ante-nuptial contract entered 
into was that Mr. Allen would allow his wife 
the care of her own estate, which then 
amounted to $60,000, and all properties 
she acquifed after marriage, but he 
was to have the control of the income, 
Under the husband’s sound judgment his for- 
tune grew to millions in July, 1887, when he 
died. In 1881 he bought the property con- 
tested for in this suit for $61,000, of which §$31,- 
000 was paid in cash. For some reason or 
other not brought outin the trial he trans- 
ferred the property to Mrs. Allen, 
but before the balance of $20, 000 
due on the property bought was 
paid, Mrs. Alien transferred the property to 
George L. Allen, a son, who subsequently 
transferred it to hisfather. In the will this 
property is not left to Mrs. Allen and feeling 
she badaright and title to it she brought 
suit, claiming undue influence had been 
brought to bear upon her to make her sign 
her name to the deed which transferred the 
property o the son. She claimed the 
intention of Mr. Allen originally 


was to give her the property as part of her 
estate. After reviewing the married life of 
the parties at court, the manner of managing 
their estates in life, the methods of the trans- 
action on the property in question and the 
charges made, Judge Klein says: 

In view ot all the ciroumstances it seems 
clear that the plaintiff’s claim is not sustained 
by any evidence of facts which would war- 
rant the court to set aside the deeds 
assailed in her petition, andthe presumptions 
in her favor are overcome dy the circum- 
stances of the case. The plaintiſt's petition is 
therefore dismissed, and there will judgment 
for the defendants for their costs.

TUNING PIANOS. 


Costly Articles When Kept Properly in 


Order. 


In spite of all the efforts of the makers, 
said a piano tuner toa Philadelphia Press re- 
porter, ‘‘I do not believe there is one piano in 
100 that, with ordinary parlor use, will stand 
in tune more than two months. An unskiliful 


musical ear, it is true, will fail to detect any 
important discord in a piano for six months, 
or perhaps longer, butno cultivated ear can 
tolerate the discordant notes that the 
beat piano willinsist upon giving outafter two 
months of use. When you think once that the 
steel wires and iron frames of a piano are al- 
ternately contracting and expanding under 
the variations of the surrounding atmosphere, 
giving a constant movement ofthe wires and 
a consequent changé in the pitch and tone of 
the instrument, the impossiblity of a piano 
maintaining a perfect tone for any length of 
time must be at once apparent; and if you 
will but reflect on the surprising fact that 
the tension of the strings of a piano causes a 
strain on the pray He the instrument equal to 
the weight of 100, pounds, you will, doubt- 
less agree with me that a piano that will re- 
main in perfeet tune fora year is an instru- 
ment that must * be of extreme 
rarity, if not one impossible to make. A 
piano, good, bad, or indifferent, when new, 
should be tuned once à month. The longer 
an Instrument remains untuned the lower its 
223 of tone becomes, and when it is desired 

have the piano drawn to concert 7 the 
strain on the body of the instrument is greatly 
increased, so much, in fact, that the case is 
liabie to yield graduaily, necessitating a seo- 
ond tuning within a week, or two weeks at the 
furthest. Itisa common error among non- 
professional piano players tothink a piano 
should remain in tune at least a year. Pro- 
feasionals know better.’’

> ‘the course of con- 
versation sald: The opening of Oklahoma 
willin all probability lead to a much more 
important alteration in the Indian Territory, 
and one in which the citizens pt Texas are 
particularly interested. The Oklahoma 
lands are good enough, but cannot for an in- 
stant be compared with those in the south- 
western part of the Territory. These have 
been overlooked by the general Government 
for the last ten years, and the efforts of the 
citizens of Northern Texas to have a com- 
mission appointed to endeavor to purchase 
them have been of no avail. A great deal has 
been sald and written about the immense 
tracts of land held by a few vagabond In- 
dians, who make little or no use of it, but the 
most flagrant casein the country seems to 
have been entirely overiooked. I refer to the 
Comanche reservation in the neighborhood of 
Fort Sill. 

A RICH FARMING REGION. 

‘*This great body of land lies directly along 
the Texas border and is as rich as anything we 
have inthe entire State. A little of it is tim- 
bered, but by far the greater part is open,roll- 
ing country,admirably watered and as fertile as 
the best bottom lands along the Brazos. On 
every inch of it almost unexampled corn crops 
can be raised, a plow can be run for miles 
without being taken out of the ground and 
there are certainly large coal fields 
north of Fort Sill. The destructive drouths

ENGLISH CAPITAL IN AMERICA. 

The old bosh about the use of British 
gold to influence American elections was 
not @ whit more absurd than some polit- 
ical alarms that have recently been 
sounded over the investment of British 
capital in American plants. 

There has never been a time when 
British capitalists were not largely inter- 
ested in nearly all the leading business 
They have 
always been large holders of our 
national, State and municipal bonds, and 
of the stocks and bonds of private cor- 
porations engaged in mining and manu- 
facturing enterprises. They ewn 30,000,000 
acres of our land, and are stock- 
holders in corporations that control 
a far greater area, They furnish 
the vessels that carry our foreign trade 
wherever it goes, and if their investments 
in American banks, mortgages and rail- 
roads have not given them an alien and 
dangerous control over our politics, it is 
not at all likely that their purchase of 
brewery plants here and there will enable 
them to make a British Prince one of Sur 
future Presidents. 

Their owning Mississippi’s bonds did not 
prevent her from repudiating them, and 
the amount of money our railroad and 
mine operators have swindled them out of 
is simply immense. If they get their 
own back out of their brewery spec- 
ulation they will be doing well. 
It is plain that they are buying 
on a large scale to resell the plants ata 
profit, and they are liable toa disappoint- 
ment as severe as that experienced by the 
French copper syndicate. Any attempt 
they make to put a severe monopoly 
squeeze on the beer trade will soon result 
in duplication of every plant they have 
purchased. 

English enterprise invests English capi- 
tal all over the world for profit and not 
for political effect. Thefact that English 
capital prefers American investments to 
all others is simply the tribute of En- 
gland’s business sense to our unrivaled 
resources and our assured growth and 
prosperity.

ROBBER EDICTS. 


A tariff provision classing silk ribbons 
and hat trimmings differentiy admitted 
silk ribbons used as hat trimmings at a 
rate which interfered with a monopoly of 
the home market by our silk ribbon 
mahufacturers, and they persuaded the 


1 of the Treasury to rule that all 


siik ribbons must pay the same duty 
whether used for hat trimmings or not. 
Under this ruling importers of hat trim- 
mings collected from consumers and paid 
over to the Treasury about six millions of 
tax, and then, suing, got judgment 
against the United States for all they had 
paid under the Treasury ruling. The 
ruling simply enabled importers to collect 
that amount from consumers unlawfully 
in the name of the United States, and to 
ultimately pocket the money. 

The invention of new machinery cheap- 
ened the production of worsted cloths to 
such an extent as to destroy the equal 
protection afforded woolen and worsted 
cloths: by the different duties levied on 
them, and all the tariff reform bills pend- 
ing in the last Congress provided for an 
increase of the tariff on worsteds. But 
they failed to pass, and now it turns out 
that the combination which defeated 
them was held together by a bargain or 
understanding that a Republican Secre- 
tary would arbitrarily construe the law 
contrary to its plain letter and contrary 
to its uniform interpretation by both Re- 
publican and Democratic Secretaries. 
Accordingly Secretary WINDOM has or- 
dered taxes to be collected on worsteds 
as woolens in plain violation of explicit 
tariff provisions, and after the wearers 
of worsteds shall have beentrobbed of 
some millions in the name of the United 
States the importers will recover all that 
has been paid into the Treasury. But the 
people who will have paid those millions 
and other mililons to home manufac- 
turers, and not into the Treasury, will 
never recover a cent. 9 

It has been solemnly declared by our 
highest. judicial authority that even a leg- 
islative act becomes a mere decree under 
legislative forms when it takes the prop- 
erty of the citizen and bestows it 
on favored individuals to aid private 
enterprise and build up private fortunes. 
This has been declared none the less a 
„ robbery because it is done under the 
„forms of law and is called taxation.“ 
What would the same authority say of an 
executive edict suspending a plain law 
and enabling importers to levy on con- 
sumers a tax not authorized by law, a tax 
to be returned by the Treasury to the col- 
lectors but not to the taxpayers?

In regard to the recent inyestments of Brit- 
ish capital in Ameriean breweries consider- 
able difference of opinion exists in circles 
interested inthe subject. On one side this 
movement is treated as a gigantic scheme of

English e eee the entire brew- 


ing business of the country, and on the other 
as a speculative operation, with its center in 
Wall street. The truth doubtless lies between 
these two extremes of opinion. No people 
understand better than the British 
how much money there is in beer, and 
how much is to be got out of it. 
Dr. Johnson said of the brewery of his friend 
Thrale that it contained a potentiality of 
wealth beyond the dream of avarice. Ina 
recent period the English breweries once 
owned by a few wealthy families and private 
firms have been merged into great dividend- 
paying joint stock companies. As the oppor- 
tunities for profitable investment in beer have 
declined at home, itis natural that English- 
men should turn their attention to this coun- 
try—as they do when they have money to 
spend in railroads or woolen factories, or any 
other business promising good dividends. 


Alien Labor in Illinois.

Acting under the impression that he was 
doipg a signal service to labor“ Gov. Fifer 
of illinois recommended the legal prohibition 
of the employment of aliens on State or muni- 
cipal works. The Legisiature has passed a 
bill to this effect, and the Governor, of course, 
willsignit.

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TWO LIVES LOST IN ANEW YORK TENE: 
MENT HOUSE FIRE 


An Old Lady and Her Baby Grandchild the 
Victims—Perilous Escape of the Other 
Occupants—Heroic Work of Volunteer 
Life-Savers—A Coal Oil Stove the Cause 
of the Calamity. 


BV Telegraph to the Post-DispaTcu. 

New Tonk, June 15.—A double tenement 
house, built according to the most approved 
plans, provided with air shafts, a winding 
staircase and fire escapes front and rear, 
proved last night to be as dangerous to the 
occupants as if it was one of the old-fashioned 
death traps. Aged Mrs. Kershman and her 
baby grandchild, Esther Goldberg, were 
burned to death, and it seems like a miracle 
that the hundred and odd inmates escaped a 
similar fate. There were a number of persons 
who very nearly lost their lives and there 
were also Several heroic rescues. One poor 
woman, who in her despair flung her baby 
out into the street and jumped from the fire 
escape herself, was carried, seriously injured, 
to the Gouverneur Hospital. The child in its 
fall struck an awning and was picked up un- 
injured. 

This is what took place at half past six 
o’ clock last evening In the six-story tenement 
house, No. 83 Norfolk street. The building, 
which is of modern construction, has sand- 
stone trimmings, anda dozen steps extend 
into the main hallway. On either side of the 
steps are basement stores, the one to the right 
being rented by W. Aaronson as ajcheap gro- 
cery, and the other as a stove store by J. Myer. 
There are four suites of rooms upon each 
floor, but as it happened the top story was 
last evening entirely unoccupied. Altogether 
there was eighteen families in the building 
when the fire broke out. 

HOW THE FIRE ORIGINATED. 

A Mrs. Beefkin, whose apartments were in 
the rear of the second story, has during the 
past few days cooked on an oil stove. She was 
using it when the stove took fire. Not wish- 
ing to create any undue excitement in the big 
human bive she sought to smother the flames 
with a blanket. In this she was unsuccessful, 
and seeing thatthe fire was getting beyond 
her control she pitched the blazing mass, 
stove, blanket and all, out of the window into 
the back yard. Here wasafatal delay, be- 
cause before she had taken this action her 
apartménts were on fire, and when the stove 
struck the pavement it exploded aud scat- 
tered the blazing oil in all directions. 
Some of the liquid fire ran into the lower 
hallway and in the course of a few 
seconds thereafter the woodwork had 
become ignited and the flames were being 
drawn toward the air shaft and smoke poured 
up the winding staircase in the center of the 


tenement. Thus the fire was raging upon the 
ground and second floors before the alarm was 
given to the inmates of the house. 

Toadd to this deplorable state of affairs 
there was a slight delay in calling out the fire- 
men. Someone gave a still alarm at head- 
quarters of Hook and Ladder Company No. 
18, on Attorney street, and when Fireman 
Apron reached the scene he realized the dan- 
ger of the situation and immediately sounded 
a call for help. This. was followed four minutes 
later by a second alarm, and when Chief 
Bonner responded he ordered other apparatus 
to be called. But before the firemen came a 
great many of the inmates had made their way 
across the roof to the house adjoining. Others 
had fought their way through the stifling 
smoke to the street or had descended the fire 
escape to be assisted down by several young 
men and J. J. Wilbig, a battie-scarred veteran 
of the late war. The occupants appeared to 
be dazed, for even when they made their way 
to the fire escapes on the front they did not 
lower the ladder which hung between the 
second and third floors. Their rescuers, 
however, procured a ladder from the next 
house and raised it to the first balcony, and 
thus assisted a great many women and 
children to the street. 

HEROIO LIFE-SAVERS. 

Mr. Wilbig said after the fre had been ex- 
tinguished that he had been in several hot 
places during the war, but be never was in 
such danger before. He entered one of the 
front rooms to help two little children out on 
the escape and justas he hati done this the 
whole apartment burst out suddenly into 
flames. Four young men named Jobn Smith, 
Frank Hord, Wm. Schoeland Frank Otis also 
distinguished themselves as life-savers. 

Mrs. Karauskl, with her baby in her arms, 
made her way down the smoky passage to the 
fifth story to one of the windows on the sec- 
ond floor, followed by her husband. By that 
time the flames were in full possession 
of the lower part of the tene - 
ment and the poor woman in her frenzy 
flung ber offspring from the window tothe 
street. The child, in its descept, struck the 
canvas awning in front of the Aaronson gro- 
ecery store, and bouncing from there, fell 
— 8 the trap into the cellar. Mrs. Ka- 
rauski followed a second later. The awning 
gave way with ber weight and she fell upon 
the cellar door which had covered the open- 
ing just as the infant disappeared through it. 
The child was rescued safe and sound, but the 
woman was found tobe dangerously hurt. 
Smith had cautioned Mrs. Karauski not to 
jamp, waying that he would help her down, 

ut she paid not the slightest attention to 
what hesaid. He climbed up the front of the 
AM building and succeeded in helping

The Mission of Parsons and Henderson to 
London.

RICHMOND, Va., June 15.—Speaking of the 
mission of Col. H. C. Parsons and Senator 
Henderson to London in connection with Vir- 
ginia’s debt one of the most prominent

There are thousands of West Virginia cer- 
tificates in London and elsewhere in Europe,’’ 
continued my informant. ‘‘Now, in my judg- 
ment, it is to discuss this with the bondboid- 
ers that Parsons and Henderson are in Lon- 
don. The latter is an excellent talker, and 
his eloguence may be employed in explaining 
to the ndon financiers the beauty of Mr.

It will be neces- 
sary for this plan to be carried out to enable 
the holders of the West Virginia certificates to 
boom them and make money by the opera- 
tion..

CRIME IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 


Universal Interest Shown in the McDow 
Murder Trial.

CHARLESTON, S. C., June 15.—The most ex- 
citing murder trial ever had in South Carolina 
begins on Monday. During ite progress busi- 
ness will be practically, suspended. The 
Court-house will be thronged the whole time 
of the trial. The trial that will excite this 


great interest is that of Dr. T. B. McDow, 
charged with the murder of Capt. F. W. Daw- 
soa, the late editor ofthe News and Courier. 
The interest in this trialisnot by any means 
confined to South Carolina or even the South- 
ern States. Throughout the whole country its 
proceedings will be watched with a keen in- 
terest. The people will look to it forsome 
idea of the value of human life in this 
State. Many men have been mardered in this 
State before, but never before has any crime 
so greatly aroused the people.

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PERILOUS EXPERIENCE OF. THE STEAMER 
SAALE IN A DENSE FOG. 


Under Full Headway She Collides With an 
Arctic Monster—The Vigilance and Skill 
of Capt. Ritchey Saves the Ship From De- 
struction—Coeol Behavior of the Passen- 
gers — Thanksgiving Services Held on 
Board. 


New York, June 15.—When the Nord- 
deutscher Lioyds’ steamer Saale arPived at 8 
o’clock last night at Quarantine there was a 
large patch of paint wanting on her port bow. 
It was an insignificant looking abrasion, but it 
was the mark of as narrow an escape as a 
great Atlantic liner has had in many a day. 

The Saale left Southampton on Friday, June 
7, at 1:80 a. m., eight hours having been spent 
in taking on coal in Southampton water. The 
strike of the coal handlers at Bremen had 
made it impracticable to fill her bunkers at 
that port. 

Tuesday afternoon was beautiful. There 
was some light breeze ahead that had pre- 
vailed since Sunday morning, veering from 
west to northwest by west. There was only a 
ripple on the blue water and the great pulsa- 
tion ofthe open ocean was so subdued that 
the Saale rode as nearly upon an even keel 
as it ever befalls a seagoing ship to 
do. Toward sunset the breeze freshened and 
drew alittle south of west, and the patches 
of thin white fog broadened and dispersed and 
were more frequent. By 9 the vessel ran into 
thick wet banks of mist, and the fog-horn be- 
gan ite dismal task and, with the damp air, 
drove the passengers below and early to bed. 

THE VOYAGE. 

Capt. Richter left Southampton with 911 pas - 
sengers, first cabin, intermediate and steer- 
age. Invoming steamers, as the Saale got 
gradually out to sea on Saturday, signalled 
him that they encountered icebergs 
between longitude 43 and 48. It is 
the season of anxiety concerning ice 


for ali the trans-Atlantic lines and the Saale’s 
course was accordingly the most southerly, 
and took her well below the most southerly 
poinst of the banks. By 6o0’clock on Tuesday 
morning, therefore, the Saale should, pre- 
sumably, have crossed the path of all south- 
bound ice, ifanythere were. The great con- 
voys of bergs that started southward in the 
first weeks of summerthroughthe seas be- 
yond Cape Race, and follow the reflected cur- 
rents of the Gulf stream, are generally broken 
up and melted before they reach latitude 42. 
The Saale was welltothe southward. When 
the 2 m. thermometric report was made to 
Capt. Richter he was on the bridge with the 
second officer, and turned to him and said: 
The water is becoming warmer. We shall 
soon get rid of this fog. 

It was no question of ice, but only the fog. 
The Saale was booming along as steady asa 
church. She was under a full head of steam 
and at her topmost speed. Every now and 
then she broke out of a scurrying fog bank to 
cross a waste of glittering moonlit sea. Then 
another white gray wall would rise before her 
and she would fade into it, only to presently 
reappear in another expanse of open water. 
At 10 the fog was at its thickest and the air 
a colder. The watch was doubled. 

here were two lookoutsin the basket, a 
sort of artic crow nest on the foremast about 
fifty feet from the deck. On the bridge were 
Capt. Richter and the second officer. 

THE COLLISION. 

At 11:15 Capt. Richter detected small ice in 
the water close under the bow. He sprang to 
the signal apparatus and stopped the engine. 
Almost immediately the fog seemed to lift a 
little, and right ahead the captain saw with 
his night glass the gray outline ot a huge ice- 
berg. Hs gave the order hard aport’’ and 
reverse full speed, before anyone about 
had seen the ice or guessed his meaning. The 
loeberg was about six boat lengths away and 
the Saale was headed straight for it. It 
loomed up in the fog like a great gray wall, 
and it seemed to grow rapidly taller as the 
boat swept down toward it. On the 
right it descended to the water abruptly with 
an overhanging peak. To the left it disap- 
peared indefinitely in the fog, a wal) of un- 
fathomable gray, high here and low there, big 
as a cross-town block and from 50 to 70 feet in 
height, but with foundations of seven times 
as many feetin depth. The Saale’s helm was 
hard aport, but it seemed as if she would 
never answer it. The passengers who had 
run on deck and out of the smoking-rooms, 
when they heard the orders from the bridge 
and telt the engines stopped and noted the 
violent vibration of the reuersed action, 
crowded under the bridge and to the 
taffrail with their hearts in their mouths. The 
sight was appalling. The great bulk and un- 
controllabie impetus of the ship seemed to 
carry them to an overwhelming destruction. 

CLEAR OF THE MONSTER. 

The ice wall loomed higher and higher, It re- 
flected the lights of the ship and it gave back 
the sound of the wash of the parted waters at 
her bows. But slowly she swerved to star- 
board andthen, as if by magic, she gavea 
great surge, shrank away as it were, from that 
mighty overhang of ice, and with a great 
careen to starboard and a terrifyin * — 
and grinding along her iron sides, forge 
away into clear water, while the iceberg, all 
glittering with shiplights and with the waves 
lashing furiously about its base, vanished 
astern. and was lost in the fog and darkness, 
The. oareen to starboard was on a grand scale, 
exactly like what happens to a New 
York ferryboat when she strikes the 
spring piling of her slip.“ The Saale 
had run upon the submerged foot of 
the Iceberg, and had slid safely off again. 
The shock had been tremendous, and exceed- 
ingly noisy, but it nad inflicted no damage. 
Passengers on deck were thrown down; 
passengers in their beds woke up on the floor 
or in avoiding it. Everything loose pitched 
over to starboard with a deafening clatter, 
and everything stayed to starboard, inolud- 
ing probably a good deal in the hold, for the 
Saale maintained her list to starboard and 
brought it into port with her. 

BEHAVIOR OF THE PASSENGENRS. 

As the passengers in all sorts of dishabille 
came piling up on deck with white faces they 
found the Saale stopped in the middle of a 
fog bank. Her ot pigs was blowing at 
regular intervals and on her forecastie was a 

roup with lanterns lowering men over the 
— to examine the plates. he ship’s car- 

enter was sounding the wells, the screw was 

eing looked to, and in a quarter 
of an hour, Capt. Richter came 
aft among the passengers and 
told them the ship was all right and they 
could go to bed. The feeling of relief was in- 
tense, forbetween awakening to the danger 
and the Captain’s declaration was as bada 
quarter of an hour as could well be. The offi- 
cers and crew of the Saale took it as coolly as 
if it had happened every — As tothe 
passengers only one really lost his presence of 
mind, and he rushed on deck with a fully- 
packed valise. As a matter of fact 
all the eople on board bo- 
haved excelientiy well. They were some- 
what stunned and shocked and undoubtedly 
very much frightened, but the only serious 
effects were manifest in the cases of the con- 
siderable number who could not be erg 
to go to bed again and who satup all night in 
momentary ex tation of more icebergs. 

On Wednesday thanksgiving service was 
heid by the Rev. H. L. — of Philadel- 
phia and was attended by all the cabin pas- 
sengers. A letter ot thanks to Capt. Richter 
was subsequently drawn up at a meeting of all 
the passengers called for the purpose, and a 
large sum of money was subscribed to buya 
piece of plate to be presented to the Uaptain 
when the Saale next arrives in this port.

The Week Reviewed in Finance, Mercantile 
and Manufacturing Lines and Produce.

May 6 was 
YMRS observed as a national 
festival as strictly as the 
14th of July has been of 
late years and with the 
same features: a flutter 
of flags on every build- 
ing in the public streets, 
open-air balis at all the 
possible spaces on the 
asphalted pavements, 
. groups of merry people 
dining at little tables set out in 
front of the cafes, and above 
all a continual stream of carriages and 
vans, andindeed vehicles of all sorts, con- 
veying people to the exhibition. One of the 
most elegantly decked establishments in the 
Rue de la Paix wasthat of Worth. The great 
building, being under the control of a single 
person, showed a much more uniform plan of 
decoration than those where every separate 
floor was held by a different tenant, More- 
over, the famous dressmaker had had the 
good idea of introducing the flags of 
the different nations whose Queens and 
Princesses are amongst his customers 
into the groups of tri-colored flags and those 


conies, so the banners of Spain and Portugal, 
Russia and Italy, lent variety to the whole. 
The American flag was seen on every side, 
the United States being in high favor just now 
On account of the official participation of our 
Government in the Exhibition, which was, by 
the way,a wise and courteous act towards 
the sister republic now celebrating its cen- 
tennial anniversary.

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THE SHEEPSHEAD BAY MEETING. 


Horses Who Will Contest the Suburban and 
Their Chances, 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DIsPaTcn. 

NEW YORK, June 15.—All was bustle and ex- 
citement about the Sheepshead Bay track yes- 
terday getting ready for the opening of the 
spring meeting of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club to-day. Carpenters were hammering 
and sawing on all sides, and an army of men 
and women were putting the finishing touches 
to the lawn and grand stand. Horses and 
their care-takers were arriving constantly, 


and Superintendent Clark had his hands full 
assigning them quarters. Mr. Clark, who has 
charge of the mutual betting at the track, 
was proud of the facilities which 
he had provided for those of the race-going 
public whocare to lay their money in that 
way, there- being fifteen stands built on an 
improvised plane in the front of the huge bet- 
ting pavillion, where crowding will be a thing 
of the past. The cashing house in the rear 
of the stand has been moved back of the mut- 
ual machines, a bridge connecting the two 
most handily. Besides the mutual systein 
there will be seventy-five book-makers at $100 
a day to lay the odds, One hundred and twen- 
ty-four applications were received for privi- 
leges, but there were quarters for only sev- 
enty-five, so there were forty-nine disap- 
pointed pencilers who probably anticipated a 
rich harvest on the Suburban and other big 
stake days. 

One of the most conspicuous things about 
the track vesterday afternoon was a large 
white sign bearing these letters in black, al- 
mostafoothigh: ‘‘Notice to jockeys: This 
race finishes below the stand.’’ This sign 
brings a most interesting story into public no- 
tice. It means that the Coney Island Jockey 
Cinb have lost a portion of their famous fu- 
turity through quarter-mile straightaway 
course and that the finish of all races at three- 
quarters of a mile run over it in future will be 
some fifty yards below the regular stand, two 
tall white poles with the club’s insignig ontop 
making the finishing line. When the futurity 
course was fret spoken of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club nad considerable trouble in buy- 
ing or leasing the property at the starting 
point, and had a lane for many years used by 
the public closed. Atlength everything was 
anicably adjusted and the course was com- 
pleted, the Futurity of 1888 being the first race 
over the new track. Now it appears that there 
was a flaw in the transfer and the former own- 
ersofthe property, becoming aware of the 
fact, have claimed the ground in question and 
the Jockey Club has lost about seventy-five 
yards ofthe course.

DID NOT ATTEMPT SUICIDE, 


The Strange and Sensational Statemegt 
Made by J. A. Newcome, 


WICHITA, Kan., June 15.—A sensational se- 
quel to the supposed attempted suicide of J. 
A. Newcome, in the Clearwater Bank, May 19, 
promises to be forthcoming in the near future. 
Ever since the shooting Newcome has been 
more or less unconscious until Thursday 
night, when he made rapid strides toward re- 
covery and yesterday his brain was quite 


clear. Sending for his attorneys, he imparted 
to them the startling information that 
he did not attempt suicide, but that 
some one who was in the dank at the 
time bad shot him, He had transferred 
to Tillinghast by trast deed some $30,000 worth 
of property, and though he had frequently 
asked for restitution it had never been made.

JUSTICE SPAULDING GIVES HIM HIS GAM- 
BLING PROPERTY AND 1 CENT DAMAGES, - 


The Bold Gambler Pushes His Case Against 
the Police, and the Justice Holds That He 
Is Justified—Another Obstacle in the Way 
of Suppressing Gambling in St. Louis. 


USTICE JAMES J. 

SPAULDING decided 

this morning the case 

of Singleton Cave 

against Anton Hueb- 

ler, Chief of Police;

taken from Cave’s gambling house on Eighth 

street between Olive and Pine whengthe po- 

lice raided it, hoping to break it up. Cave is 

a daring gambler, however, and he not only 

ranagambling house within the borders of 

the State in the face of the law 

making gambling a felony, but when 

his house was ‘‘pulled’’ and his 

gambling devices captured, he employed 

Marshall F. McDonald and began suit against 

the police to recover the property. The case 

has excited a good deal of comment, because 

it is one of the few of its kind known in the 

history of Americanlaw, certainly the only 

one of much prominence. Cave’s audacious 

effrontery has probably never been surpassed 

by any gambler, and it seems bolder still in 
the light of 

THE AGREED STATEMENT OF FACTS 

in which he admits that he used the property 

for gambling purposes. On that agreed 

statement the case was submitted and it was 
as follows: 

For the purposes of this case it is hereby 
agreed by and between the counsel represent- 
ing the plaintiff and the counsel representing 
the defendants herein, that on the 18th day of 
May, 1889, plaintiff was in possession of the 
persona! property mentioned in the writ of 
replevin, and that it was forcibly, and with- 
out his consent, taken from his possession by 
the defendants herein named, and by them 


retained in their custody until same was re- 
plevined by due process of law. 

And it is further agreed and stipulated by 
the parties hereto for the purposes of this 
case, that at the time said property was 
forcibly taken from the plaintiff's ae mene 
it was being used by bim for gambling pur- 
poses and that the defendants, as aforesaid 
were at the time police officers of the city of 
St. Louis and that at the time said property 
was so taken defendants had no warrant for | 
the arrest of plaintiff or any other person 
than in said plaintiff’s house. 

THE ARGUMENTS. 

On the face of this agreed statement it looks 
as if the intention of Cave was to‘‘push the 
war into Africa,’’ and to stand upon the re- 
cent decisioh of Judge, now Mayor, Noonan, 
in which he held that a gambling-bouse could 
not be raided withouta warrant. Arguments 
were made by the attorneys on June lil, and 
the case was then submitted, butin the argu- 
ments Cave’s attorney referred to the decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court that a pack of cards 
is not a gambling device and argued 
that the property in question was similar 
in its nature§to a pack of cards. Warwick 
Hough, the attorney forthe police, held that 
the articles captured were gambling devices 
and he cited the section of the statute in 
which itis declared that prohibited gaming 
tables and devices ar not ye and no 
property rights lie in them. The arguments 
were lengthy and Justice Spaulding 
has had the case under advisement 
until to-day, when he decided for the plain- 
tiff and gave him possession of the property 
andl cent damages. Justice Spaulding re- 
lied in his opinion on 

THE CASE OF LOWRY VS. RAINWATER, 
which was taken to the Supreme Court and is 
quoted in 70 Mo., 152. The syllabus of that 
case gives in brief the Views which the Su- 
preme Court expressed in its opinion “And it is 
as follows: 

A statute which authorizes an officer of po- 
lice, upon information or personal kn wiedge, 
that there is anv prohibited gaming table, or 
other gaming device, kept within his district, 
to cause the same to be seized and brought 
before him and publicly destroyed, and makes 
no provision for judicial condemnatior, vio- 
lates the constitutional probibition against 
unreasonable seizures and against the taking 
of property without due process of law, and 
is, therefore, void. 

SECURING THE EVIDENCE. 

Under this decision the property goes back 
to Cave and the whole equipment of his 
gambling den is retuned to him. The case 
will, of course, be appeaied to the Circuit 
Court and there it may be defeated. Cave is 
one of the old-time gamblers and he bas 
never ceased fighting the Johnson law. 
So far he has not been convicted of a 
felony, but the police had hoped to make a 
case against him this time. ‘they were mor- 
ally certain that he was running a gambling 
house, but it was difficult to obtain evidence 
against him, and to secure positive informa- 
tion concerning the character of the game 
that he was running certain patrolmen were 
equipped as telegraph linemen. They climbed 
the telegraph pole in front of his rooms and 
from this airy om saw faro dealt and the 
money paid. hen the raid was made on May 
1. A numberof players were captured and 
the outfit was taken to the Four Courts. On 
the Thursday following the audacious Cave 
brought the replevin suit which Justice 
Spulding has just decided. The de- 
cision, if it holds, will seriously 
interfere with the successful prosecution of 
the case against Cave, which is now awaiting 
trialin the Criminal Court. The testimony 
of the patrolmen who saw the game going 
on is still, of course, available, but an im- 
mense advantage, which the State might have 
derived by r to the jury the very 
devices captured at thetrial, are now out of 
the hands of the police and cannot be intro- 
duced in evidence.
